1547, he went into Portugal, where the 
freedom’ of his opinions’ giving offence, he 
was thrown into ‘prison, and he there be 
his translations of the Psalms into 

tin’ verse. In 1551, he obtained his 
liberty; and in 1560 he returned to Scot- 
land. He accompanied Murray to Eng- 
land in order to prefer chatges against 
Mary; and, in 1571, published a virulent 
attack upon the character and conduct of 
that queen. He continued in favour with 
the prevailing party, who made him one 
of the lors of the council and lord privy 
seal, and received an annus! pension from 
queen Elizabeth. He spent the fast 12 
or 13 years of his life in composing his 
great work, entitled, *‘ Rerum Sootica- 
rum Historia,” in books, which 
he published at Edinburgh in 1582. He

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stances ; but the city cf Edinburgh very 
honourably had him interred at the pub- 
lic expense. 


SIEGE OF BHURTPORE. 

(To the Editor of the Mirror.) 
S1rx,—The following copy of a letter from 
an officer in the Company's service, re- 
specting the siege hurtpore, is at your 
service, if you are inclined to insert it in 
your excellent miscellany.
